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Despite her representations to the world that she 
is doing nothing more than to put down disorder in 
Manchuria, Japan is engaged in conquest of the coun- 
try at a time when international complications leave 
her entirely free to do so. 

The situation in the Orient recalls the seizure of 
Mexico by the French. The United States was fight- 
ing the Civil War, and the French seized upon this 
opportunity to go into Mexico and set up Maximilian 
as Emperor. The League of Nations proved to live 
in too much of a glass house to cast stones at Japan, 
but Russia, except for her own necessities in Europe, 
would have constituted a genuine obstacle to what 
Japan is doing. Louis Fischer points out in an article 
from Moscow in the Nation that the policy of Russia 
is to keep out of trouble in the Orient, for the very 
good reason that Russia cannot afford to expose her 
flank to the vengeful watchfulness of Western 
Europe. For the Russians to become involved in 
trouble with the Japanese .would be a colossal po- 
litical blunder, and the Russians have never been ac- 
cused of being capable of really grave political blun- 
ders. Their political strategy through the centuries 
has-at last placed them in the greatest continuous 
area held by any people in the world. It is a domain 
that stretches from the Baltic Sea to the Sea of Ja- 
pan. 

What Japan tells the world she is doing in Man- 
churia is, of course, only what all the great empires 
have claimed for themselves in their conquests of 
weaker peoples. China is in a state of demoralization. 
She is scarcely able to hold her various parts togeth- 
er, to say nothing of resisting in Manchuria a modern 
military Power like Japan. It is quite true, too, that 
there is disorder in Manchuria. There is disorder 
in every country occupied by the forces of a foreign 
nation. Such an occupation im itself is the prime 
‘cause of disorder, as history abundantly testifies. We 
have eurselves just had a taste of it in Nicaragua. 
The Japanese have for a long time needed more ter- 
ritory fer their excess population. Their necessity in 
this respect has been very great. ~ 

Twenty-five years ago Japan assumed sovereignty 
over Korea, but Korea is not vast enough to serve the 
purposes of Japan. It was already populated by the 
Koreans before Japan took it over, after driving out 
the Russians in the war which elevated the island 
kingdom to the rank of the great Powers. Manchuria, 
therefore, becomes the hope of Japan. It is four times 
as big as Korea. it is rich and sparsely populated. The 
Japanese have been hurled back upon themselves in 
almost every other direction. They cannot go to Aus 
'tralia and New Zealand. They are excluded from the 
‘United States. There is nowhere in the Pacific avail- 
able for them, beyond the uses they have already 
made of the Hawaiian Islands and other groups.

Leonardo da Vinci was one of the first 
consciously to develop this point of view. 
Atid Galileo, Kepler, Newton and a host of 
others should be permanently great names 
in our history, for they made significant 
contributions to the extension of this Way 
of looking at life and things. 

Science was largely responsible for the 
industrial revolution, which has altered the 
lives of people. If you do not believe this. 
go to the Orient where in many places you 
will find spinning wheels, potters’ wheels 
and other tools in use today such as the 
Occident had centuries ago. Industry, by 
itself, is stagnant and static. It needs sci- 
ence to make it progressive and dynamic. 

Virtually everything we touch is, in part, 
due to scientific investigation. Science was 
called upon at almost every stage of the 
development of the automobile and the 
steam or electric train that bring the mod- 
ern business man to work. It made Ppossi- 
ble the development of skyscrapers and 
typewriters and printing presses and radio. 

At home we sit down to a table on chairs 
produced by scientifically* conceived ma- 
chinery. The tablecloth was woven on sci- 
entifically constructed machinery. The very 
dishes from which we eat were made pos- 
sible by experimentation with high tem- 
peratures, so that the ancient art of the 
potter might keep step with our age. In- 
deed, our whole -day’s life is inextricably 
bound up with scientific research. 

So it seems reasonable to take the point 
of view that the advance of civilization and 
the hope for its future are in science.

Science is founded upon a belief that the 
world is reliable in its operation. And. 
Strange as it may sound to some readers, 
this view was not widely current 2700 years 
ago, and hardly conceivable 20060 years 
past. To believe that the world is reliable 
takes us away from the old conception that 
“things just happen” or that very persistent 
belief that capricious and whimsical gods 
dispose of man and events according to 
fancy. The characteristic attitude of the 
past is summed up in the case of the farm- 
er who, when his barn was struck by light- 
ning, offered sacrifices to Zeus, Thor or an 
appropriate god so that such a thing might 
not again happen. Now we know the thing 
to do is to put up lightning rods. 

And we don’t stop there. Not only do 
we protect ourselves from outlaw electrici- 
ty, but we have domesticated the force, as 
we did cows and horses, and have com- 
pelied it to draw our loads and carry our 
burdens. We can do this because we think 
of the world as a reliable, orderly thing, a 
cosmos and not a chaos 

Many very’sincere scientists, in their en- 
deavor to simplify the universe, overlook 
the subtie but rich implications of the idea 
of science for the matter of living. Sci- 
ence, viewed broadly, is more than a matter 


| 


of test tubes and electrons. Fundamentally, 
it is a discerning approach to the prob- 
lem of living satisfyingly in an environment 
of materials, men and events that do not of 
themselves conform readily to our desires. 
It is a search for truth. 

Historians know that this manner of 
looking upon the world. while it may have 
received a lasting acceleration through the 
pioneer efforts of Leonardo da Vinci, Ga- 
lileo and others, was not unknown to wise 
men of Greece, 509 years before Christ. For 
example, Thales of Miletus knew of electri- 
city. Indeed, the word electricity is from 
the Greek word for amber, because when 
amber is chafed it is electrified. 

The great probiems, how and of what is 
the world made, were the dominating in- 
Spiration of several philosophers who dweit 
in Greece some 2000 years ago. Pythagoras. 
who lived 500 years before Christ, remem- 
bered by every high school geometry stu- 
dent because of his theorem on the square 
of the hypotenuse, determined the rate of 
the vibrations of the notes of the musica! 
scale with fair precision. 

Eratosthenes went many miles up the 
Nile in winter to take stellar bearings, and, 
by facts so acquired, measured the size of 
the earth within an error of only 3 per cent. 
We speak of molecules and atoms, but prob- 
ably not many know that back in 400 B. C. 
Democritus developed the idea of atoms.

The question forces itself upon us: Why 
did not the idea of science develop in old 
Greece? Why did not the industrial revolu- 
tion take piace in 200 B. C. instead of in the 
eighteenth and nineteenth centuries A. ID.? 
The first reason is, probably, Socrates. The 
modern skeptic punches holes in old ideas, 
but this famous skeptic put holes in ‘the 
then new idea of science. The current 
school of scientists had advanced the theo- 
ry that ideas and purposes, as weil as 
stones and water, are composed of atoms. 
Socrates pointed out that the fact that you 
can and do think is in itself proof that 
something was started for you with which 
you commence. And Socrates won the day. 

It is hardly fair to say that Socrates 
killed this early scientific school, but he 
helped do _ so. So did Plato.. So did 
Alexander the Great. who brought back 


* from his travels in the Orient those Cha!- 


dean magicians and astrologers who intro- 
duced the idea of magic into the Wést. 

Thus Greek science died in early infancy. 
The Greeks couldn't develop the idea of sci- 
ence because they could not reconcile a re- 
liable world—a world controlled by atoms 
—with the world of theught. The problem 
that Socrates saw, the gulf between mind 
and matter, the enigma of purpose: and 
thought, still remains with us. Yet, it is 
one of the deepest satisfactions of men who 
devote their lives to science that, in the 
search for truth in the material world, oc- 
casional flashes come which aid in the un- 
tangling of such philosephical problems as 
these. 

Not so many years ago I was studying 
philosophy with my father. and I recall 
that ene of the most baffling questions to 
which we gave thought was that of free 
will, Some scientists used te say that man 
is the choiceless tool in the hands of his

The evening end- 
ed with Lenz having gained 520 
points on Culbertson. <® 

Mrs. Culbertson played through 
the session with a hruise on the 
bridge of her nose that neither 
powder nor paint could cover.

Liggett said hardly a word and 
made no bids similar to the Jacoby 
psychics which led to the rift with 
Lenz. Culbertson was _ studiously 
pleasant.

CHICAGO, Dec. 30.—America’s 
1931 tennis season was _ rather 
rough on pre-season favorites and 
the proverbial dope sheet was 
heavily marked with errors § and 
double-faults as upset followed up- 
set, 

The majority of these upsets were 
registered by players who were 
ranked among the first 20 in 1930, 
with one noteworthy exception. 

This occurred in the national 
men’s singles championship which 
it was my privilege to win. Frank 
30wden, almost unknown, defeated 
Sidney Wood. In behalf of Wood 
it may be said that he was suffer- 
ing from a sprained wrist at the 
time, but nevertheless, Bowden's 
victory was a performance of great 
merit. 

Players who in 1930 were 
thought to be on the downward 
path suddenly became better than 
ever before. A few who were ex- 
pected to rise to greater heights 
found themselves outplayed by 
lesser luminaries. Still others 
failed to maintain their past form 
and dropped back. 

European Records Considered. 

Such was the net result of the 
1931 season. While I realize that 
any ranking, official or unofficial, 
will be open to criticism, it is my 
unbiased opinion that the list pre- 
sented with this article is represen- 
tative.
